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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument (in reference to the Office 
Action of 9/13/05, pg.5) that Cohen's optional method is the only method shown in Cohen is noted. In response, examiner submits, firstly 
optional method, by definition, cannot be the only method. Secondly, although applicant is arguing that claim 6 reqiures the simultaneous 
transmission of plural entertainment programs on one channel, note that the reference given (on col. 19, lines 48-51 by examiner merely 
answering attorney's arguments) was for executable objects not the video entertainment programs themselves. Thirdly, applicant's 
opinion that this is the only method disclosed in Cohen is not supported by any specific citation in the reference of Cohen; thus is a 
personal opinion. As to the argument that the "present application allows interactivity of selection of one of plural entertainment programs 
without the use of a reverse link to the broadcast site", this is not recited in the claims. Applicant therefore is arguing something that is not 
found in the claims. Note that the specification is not the measure of invention. Therefore, limitations contained therein cannot be read into 
the claims for the purpose of avoiding the prior art. In re Sporck, 55 CCPA 743, 386 F.2d 924, 1 55 USPQ 687 (1 968). 
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
